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This is a brief, one-year curriculum that teaches children the 
essentials of Islam without any burden. Emphasis is given to the basic 
elements of Islam within daily life. An hour and a half daily covers all of 
the lesson material within ten months. This format allows every student 
to benefit, even if they cannot complete the curriculum. 

Lesson materials include Aqidah, Ibadah, Mu’amalat, Mus’asharat 
and Akhlaq, which emphasize student retention and an Islamic 
lifestyle. All lesson materials are frequently supported with evidences, 
which reference the authentic books. Students are required to 
memorize Ahadith that relate to the daily practicing of Islam and its 
belief systems. New lessons are introduced daily, so that children 
remain enthusiastic about their studies, and to enforce the importance 
of daily Maktab attendance. 

Lessons of Tarbiyah follow The Prophetic methodology, so students 
can follow the lifestyle of The Prophet (^) and grow in their love for 
him. Poetry is also used to inculcate thelove ofAllah and His Prophet 
(^). Each lesson provides a teacher’s guide for pedagogy 
consistency within Maktabs. 

Guidelines for Salah and Wudu have been heavily focused on to aid 
students in doing them properly from their childhood. Students who 
diligently follow up on their Arabic lessons in settings outside of class 
could achieve fluency within the language. A precise daily schedule 
has been established for each lesson to keep teachers and parents on 
track with children’s studies. 

Following the outlined directions for teachers helps both parents and 
teachers supervise children’s studies and identify any academic 
weaknesses and strengths. Teachers are to guide students in revising 
their subjects and check their memorization of the knowledge. Review 
questions for all lessons are provided in the back of the book. 





Before starting any Maktab the following things should be established. 

1: Clean, healthy, lighted, safe environment with good carpets, desks,boards 
etc. 

2: Suitable timing to maximize students attendance. 

3: Masnun Libas (Sunnah Uniform). 

4: Class to be grouped by age. 

5: Girls over eight years of age have to be taught by a Muallimah. 

6: Sufficient fees need to be collected for Maktab to be independent. A sponsor 
can be found for those in need, but each parent should pay some amount. 

7: New students should be placed in a waiting list until a group is made. If 
students are admitted all year the quality will fail. 

8: One admission per Book. 

9: Two tests and 10 quizzes per book; a report card can be used to track 
progress. 

10: Parent meetings after each test and whenever needed. (Their signature 
should be taken after each quiz on the exam card). 

11: Collective teaching method must be used. 

12: Maximum fifteen students per class for good classroom management. 

13: Report card and prizes should be given through out the year to encourage 
good performance. 

14: Annual Graduation Ceremony with prizes. This should be a large event in 
the presence of the entire community and students should display all subjects. 

15: The principal should be the most experienced Mu'allim when there is more 
then one teacher. 

16: Weekly meetings should be held with local community brothers for the 
outreach of children to join the Maktab. 

17: Masjid representative should spend 30 minutes per week with each teacher 
during class to find out if any difficulties or problems arose which will have to be 
discussed in the weekly meeting. 

18: The Maktab financial accounts should be separate from the Masjid. 

19: Appoint a Mu'awin, a Hafiz and Alim with at least six months experience as 
a Maktab principal, to supervise groups of 10-15 Maktabs. The Mu'awin should 
meet monthly with Masjid representatives to discuss any related issues and to 
improve the overall quality of the Maktabs. 







Teaching Methods: 

When teaching any lesson, first dictate for the students then have them repeat 
collectively. Use a white board for all lessons, especially for Qaidah lessons. 
Have students follow along using their own sketchpads, so that their lessons 
become ingrained. Before teaching a new lesson, begin each class by reviewing 
the previous one. Ensure the students know the name of each subject and the 
purpose of learning that subject. 

Have students take turns teaching the whole class (two to three students for 
new lessons, one by one for review lessons). Say encouraging words when they 
are able to successfully teach the others. This will motivate others to try and 
teach as well. When mistakes are made, stop the student and have the other 
students make the correction.This ensures group participation and engages 
everyone in the learning process. Be sure to mention the reward for using what 
they learn in class, and ask the students to practice their lessons outside of 
class. Follow each lesson with du’a before moving onto the next subject. 

For every class, ask students if they practiced what they learned. Give 
appreciation to those who did and encourage those who did not. This helps 
students implement what they are learning. 

Class Structure: 

The Maktab books were specifically designed towards the maturity levels, 
intellectual capacities and psychological levels of students. Students must be 
grouped according to their age for maximum benefit. Keep track of their 
attendance, Salah progress, the practical application of knowledge, and any 
collected fees. 

The first lessons taught to students should include the Salam and modesty. 
Teach them the great rewards for spreading Salam. Then give them target 
goals of giving the Salam at least 25 times a day. Make a comment referencing 
modesty i.e. part of iman, hayya is internal by character and external in actions, 
Muslim dress code, etc. 






Teaching Methods: 

One hour of class instruction covers all five subjects. However, time should be 
taken out at least once a week to teach practical Wudu and Salah. Division of 
class timeis as follows: 

1 .Qaidah/Nazirah = 30 minutes 
2.Surah Memorization = 10 minutes 
S.Hadith = 5 minutes 
4.Aqa’id and Masa’il = 5 minutes 
S.lslamic Tarbiyah = 5 minutes 
e.Arabic Language = 5 minutes 

Review Questions: 

Use the review questions at the back of the book monthly to monitor student 
progress and learning. Our priority in student learning is developing their 
knowledge and building upon it. Classes contain an age range of students; so 
all students will not be on the same level of retention. Students also come from 
different backgrounds; affecting the amount of knowledge they obtain every 
month. It is understood that younger children may need to repeat this book 
before moving onto the next, and that older children may pick up the knowledge 
more quickly. Repetition and patience is key in teaching our children.

The start of each class begins with this lesson; Glorifying Allah and 
Praising His Prophet^. Alternate days between the praising of 
Allah and the praising of His Prophet^. 

Lead the students in the recitation of the lines of poetry. Do not 
stress memorization, with daily practice this will happen naturally, 
in'sha'Allah. As students begin to memorize the poems, have them 
lead the class in memorization.

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Eight lessons of Madkhalul Qur’an will be taught in the 1st year, and the remaining 
lessons will be taught in the 2nd year. Teaching should be done in groups. When 
introducing the lesson, write on the board; let them read and learn. After teaching the 
concepts, guide them through reading the lessons. Ensure that the old lessons are 
revised through daily practice. 

The makharij of the letters can be imparted with the help of the guidelines given in this 
book. It is better for students to memorize the notes after every lesson, but do not 
force this. Make sure the rulings are imparted during teaching. Letters and signs are 
color-coded so the lessons are easy.

Encourage them to teach their parents, brothers and sisters as 
well. Giving them this responsibility, will get them excited about to practicing them.

13. Gargling the mouth and washing the hands after meals is an important Sunnah of our

Definition: 


Ahadith (plural of "hadith): The words, actions and approvals of Rasulullah are called Hadith. If 
you memorize a HadTth, then you have learned it by heart. 


Words of Encouragement: 


Hadith: Abu Hurairah narrates that Rasulullah said: "Whoever invites towards 

righteousness his reward would be equal to the rewards of all those who followed him, without 
diminishing their reward in any respect" (Muslim). 

Hadith: 'Abdullah Ibn 'Amr Ibn ul 'Aas (^j narrates that Rasulullah said, "Convey 
from me, even if it may be an Ayah of the Qur'an" (Bukhari). 

Learning the Hadith of our beloved Prophet memorizing them, doing what they say and 
telling other people about them are very good things to do. Allah will love people who learn 
HadTth and will bless people who memorize them and do what they say. We should memorize

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^AQAMD & MASAML Chapter 2: (Wudu and Salah) 

Teacher's Guide 


The intention of this chapter is to ensure that all students perform Wudu and Salah correctly. 
First, teach students to memorize all the words recited in their Salah. Then teach them to perform 
Wudu and Salah according to the Sunnah method. The prescribed Sunnah method can be found on the 
page, titled The Method of Performing Wudu and Salah. Review this with students once a week and 
have them demonstrate collectively. 

By the year's end, each student needs to know their Wudu and Salah; male students must also 
learn how to lead the Salah. During the first week of class, demonstrate Wudu and Salah to your 
students. In the weeks following, have your students do practical demonstrations for review. Since the 
practice of Wudu and Salah cannot be evaluated, no signature is required for the lessons. The subject 
of Wudu and Salah must be taught continuously throughout the year. 

Definition: 

Salah: The specific way to show our devotion and obedience to Allah Ta'ala as described by the Quran 
and Sunnah. 

Words of Encouragement: 

Hadith; Umar narrates that Rasulullah Xsfe said, "Salah is the pillar of Deen." (shu'abui iman: zso?) 

Hadith: Jabir narrates that Rasulullah said, "Salah is the key to Jannah." (Tirmidhi: 4)

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Wudu Demonstration 


1, Take students to the place for Wudu. 

2, Have one student who knows Wudu, to perform it according to the described manner of this book. 
Ensure that they fulfill the Fara'idh and Sunan, and that Masah is made correctly. If mistakes are made, 
discuss them with your students. 

3, Review this at least once a week. Chose a different student to be the model for review and let the 
other students correct any mistakes. 


Salah Demonstration 

1, Make students stand in rows, with boys in the front rows. 

2, As teachers, walk back and forth in the rows while reciting all of the words said in Salah in a loud 
voice. Guide your students in each position, making sure they perform proper Qayam , Ruku, and 
Sajdah correctly. 

3. Once students have begun to read their Salah correctly, then appoint a boy as an Imam to perform 
the Salah. Continue to monitor your students for correct posture. 

4. Review this at least once a week; have a different Imam appointed each time. As teachers, correct 
any mistakes made by your students during this demonstration.

How to Perform Wudu 


• It is necessary to purify yourself before praying Salah. 
o The way to purify yourself is called 'Wudu.' 

o The following must be done in order for your Wudu to be beautiful: 

1. Make the intentions to purify yourself and seeking Allah's pleasure. 

2. Use clean water to make Wudu. 

3. Say 'Bismillah' before starting. 

4. Wash both hands, up to and including the wrists, three times. 

5. Use the Miswak to clean your teeth, or your index finger if you don't have a Miswak. 

6. Rinse your mouth three times. 

7. Rinse your nostrils three times. First sniff water into your nose, then blow out the water with 
help from your small finger and thumb on your left hand. 

8. Wash your face three times. Your face includes everything between your earlobes and from 
your hairline to beneath your chin. Pass your fingers through a thickly grown beard. 

9. Wash both your arms three times up to and including the elbows. Start with the right arm first, 
then the left arm. Then pass your fingers through each other. 

10. Wet your hands once to wipe (Masah) over your head, rub your ears with your index fingers 
and thumbs and pat the back of your neck. 

11. Wash both your feet up to and including the ankles three times. Start with the right foot first, 
then the left; make sure to wash between your toes with your little finger (Khilal). 

12. Use only enough water to wash, but not too much! 

13. Recite the following du'as upon completing wudu:

Going into Sajdah 


1. Say the TakbTr (Allahu Akbar) for Sajdah before moving into sujood. 

2. Keep your head and back straight while going into Sajdah; do not bend them! 

3. Place your knees on the ground first, then your hands, then your nose, and last, your forehead.

1, Place your head between your hands. 

2, Place your forehead and nose on the ground. 

3, Keep your stomach away from your thighs. 

4, Keep your arms away from your sides. 

5, Keep your elbows off the ground. 


6, Recite at least three times. 

7, Keep your toes on the ground and bend them towards the Qiblah. 

8, Keep your fingers together. 

9, Look at the tip of your nose. 

10, Say TakbTr (Allahu Akbar) again when coming out of sujood. 

Note: It is Wajib (necessary) to sit calmly between the two sajdahs. This is called 'jalsah.' Be careful not 


to miss it nor do it wrong. 
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Getting up from Sajdah 

1. Keep your head and chest straight while getting up from Sajdah. 

2. First raise your forehead, then your nose, followed by your hands and knees.

The Qa'dah (Sitting) 


1. Keep your right foot straight and standing upright, and lay your left foot flat to sit on it. Make 
sure that your toes are facing the Qiblah. 

2. Place both hands on your thighs and look at your lap. Recite the tashahhud. 

3. Make a ring with your thumb and middle finger to lift your right index finger when saying 
and put it down when saying during tashah'hud. 

4. In the last sitting, send blessings upon Prophet Muhammad after saying tashah'hud. 

5. Then recite any du'a from the Qur'an or AhadTth. 
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The Salam 


1. Turn your face to both sides when saying Salam (As Salaamu 'Alaikum Wa Rahmatullah) 

2. Start with the right side first then the left. 

3. Turn your head enough so people behind you can see your cheek. 

4. The Imam should have the intention of greeting the Muqtadis (followers), the angels, and the 
pious jinn. 

5. The Muqtadi should have the intention of greeting the Imam, the angels, the pious jinn, and the 
other Muqtadis. 

6. The Munfarid (one praying Salah alone) should only have the intention of greeting the angels. 

7. The Muqtadi should say Salam at the same bme as the Imam. 

8. The second Salam should be said in a little lower volume than the first one. 
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Differences in the Girls' Salah 


1. During salah, girls should cover their whole bodies except their faces and their hands including 
the wrists. 

2. When saying TakbTrat-ut-TahrTmah (Allahu Akbar), girls should raise their hands only to their 
shoulders and leave them in their head-coverings. 

3. Girls should put their hands on their chests, keeping their elbows close to their sides and their 
ankles together. 

4. In ruku', girls should bend a little to reach their hands to their knee, not holding their knees. 

5. In sajdah, girls should be close to the ground with their stomachs touching their thighs, their 
arms close to their sides, and their feet close to the ground, to the right. 

6. In qa'dah , girls should spread their feet to the right side, placing their hands on their thighs 
with their fingers close together. 

7. Modesty is the beauty of girls, that modesty can be seen even in salah! 
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which Salah you are reading (i.e. Fajr, Zuhr, etc.), and it is not said out loud. 


2. To begin The Salah, you must be in a state of Wudu and face The Qiblah 

3. To enter into the Salah, begin in The Qiyam position and raise your hands to recite the Takbirat- 
ut-Tahrimah. 

4. Recite Thana and then Ta'awwudh 

5. Recite Tasmiyah and Surah Al Fatihah 

6. Say, "Aameen," quietly 

7. Recite any other Surah of The Quran 

8. When going into Ruku, recite Takbir 

9. When rising up from Ruku, recite tasmee' and tahmid 

10. When going into Sajdah, recite Takbir 

11. When rising up from sajdah, recite takbir and sit calmly 

12. Go into sajdah a second time while reciting Takbir 

13. This completes one Rakah. Recite Takbir and stand up for the second (or forth) Rakah 

14. Repeat steps 5-12 

15. After second raka'ah, sit in Qa'dah 

o To complete only two raka'ah Salah, follow steps 16 -18. 
o To continue with a third or fourth raka'ah, recite Takbir and repeat steps 5 -15. 
However, recite Surah Al Fatihah without another Surah after it (this is for a fard 
salah; for a four rakah sunnah salah then Surah Al Fatihah will be recited with another 
Surah after it in ever raka'ah). 

16. Recite Durood Ibrahim 

17. Follow with Du'a Masnoonah, for example, "Allahuma inni zalamtu nafsi..." 

18. Complete the Salah with the salam; one salam towards the right and one towards the left. 
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Teacher's Guide 

This year, the masa'il students must learn are the Fara'idh of GhusI, Wudu, The Five Salah, and the 
conditions of Salah. Pay special attention to the memorization of these particular masa'il. Teach them 
collectively and ask questions to help children in developing a deep understanding.
